Beattie said forms are available 
for the higher allocations which 
must be filled out by the station 
operators. He said that operators 
must bring fibres showing their 
1972-73 allocations. Assistance will 
be provided in filling out the forms. 
The supervisor said that it is 
possible Lompw may receive 20 per 
cent more fuel if all cooperate. 
The supervisor’s office is in the 
County Building, 401 E. Cypress 
Ave.

After weeks of hamburger and burned potatoes, soup and TV 
dinners, Russ Allen decided something must be done 
Rent and 
utilities and dining out was just too much He was on his own after 
leaving home to work 
He borrowed, and still has, a cookbook from his mother s kitchen 
As he read recipes, he often found that many of the ingredients were 
missing from his larder He improvised. 
If the recipe called for green pepper, the celery he already had 
would do Substituting became a habit. Sometimes the dishes came 
out great, sometimes not so great But he learned to use what was on 
hand and by continued practice found out what went well with what. 
But this was years ago Russ is now acknowledged, by those for 
whom he’s cooked, to be a true gourmet. He finds cooking and sharing 
recipes fun 
Born on a farm, he knew the advantages of fresh vegetables and 
fruits, as well as home cured meats. As a real estate man for years in 
the Beverly Hills and Hollywood area He entertained both large and 
small groups in his home, sometimes hundreds of guests. Through 
friends and in travels throughout the country, he collected recipes he 
considered exceptional. He owns a large collection of gourmet 
cookbooks 
A widower, he came last year to share the home of a second 
widower, Vincent J. Kemp in Vandenberg Village. Again he has a 
vegetable garden. 
A native of Minnesota, Kemp was a court reporter there and for the 
Army in Korea For ten years overseas in various assignments for 
Betchel Corporation, he lived in Saudi Arabia, Venezuela and Lebanon 
prior to coming to Lompoc. 
Hired for a temporary job (six months) by Consultants and 
Designers of New York and Los Angeles, he stayed on for more than 13 


years. Now retired, he considers Lompoc home Through the years, he 
too has found pleasure in cooking, both plain and gourmet dishes 
Across the street neighbors, Betty and Saul Hoffman have come to 
relish an exchange of special dishes and recipes “Saul excels in the 
appreciation department” explains his wife. “ But he wants no part of 
cooking ” 
“ A gourmet cook. I'm not” says Betty, 
i ’m more the Fanny 
Farm er type 
But she has progressed far since her early married 
days when she swears she served tuna fish salad and iced tea as the 
oniv things she knew how to make. Observing that cooking can be a 
wonderful satisfying experience or an utter horror, she has learned to 
make it the former 
Natives of Little Rock. Ark . the Hoffmans came to Lompoc 12 years 
ago on Saul’s transfer to Vandenberg AFB Four children and two 
large dogs accompanied the couple in their pink station wagon Now 
grown, the children have left home There are two sons-in-law and two 
grandchildren The dogs have been replaced by cats. 
“Actually, I love to eat out — anytime, anywhere” says Betty. “ But 
since I can't too often, really good home cooked meals are the answer. 
And I ’ve found fun in both planning and cooking ” 
With Russ’ encouragement, she has added special touches to usual 
recipes and now includes gourmet dishes in her active recipe files.

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) 
Volunteers 
from 
the 
Hearst funded 
People 
in 
Need 
program 
today 
manned 11 free-food centers 
in the San Francisco Bay 
area 
for 
the 
third 
distribution of the ransom 
demanded by the terrorist 
Symbionese 
Liberation 
Army (SLA) for the release 
of kidnaped heiress Patricia 
Hearst, age 20 
The group has not been 
heard from since Feb 21,13 
days ago. Since then the 
People in Need group has 
passed out some $500,000 
worth of groceries to nearly 
50,000 persons. 


Hearst has pledged to give 
out $6 million in free food in 
his attempt to secure the 
release of his daughter, an 
art history student at the 
University of California. A 
total of $2 million was to 
come from his personal 
assets, with the rest from 
the Hearst Corp. 


Hearst and his wife, Cath­ 
erine, issued a public appeal 
during the weekend for the 
SLA to let them know their 
daughter s condition and the 


group’s reaction to the food 
program 
They 
went 
before 
newsmen Sunday in front of 
their 
mansion 
in 
Hillsborough, a fashionable 
San Francisco suburb, for 
the first time in several 
days, 
“ to 
talk 
to 
our 
daughter” 
Mrs. 
Hearst 
said: 
“ You’ve 
never 
harmed 
anybody, 
and 
I 
know that pretty soon God 
will 
touch 
their 
(the 
kidnapers') 
hearts 
and 
they’ll 
send 
you 
home 
again.” 
Patty was kidnaped from 
her 
Berkeley, 
Calif., 
apartment at gunpoint on 
the night of Feb. 4. Her 
fiance, Steven Weed, 26, 
was beaten by the invaders 
but left behind The SLA 
sent two tape recordings 
made by Patricia to confirm 
that 
it 
had 
done 
the 
kidnaping. 
The 
first 
time 
the 
volunteers passed out food 
the distribution turned into 
chaos, but Friday’s second 
attempt ran smoothly and 
between 25,000 and 30,000 
persons picked up bags of 
groceries 


A 
Ludlow 
Kramer, 
director of the program for 
the Hearst family, said he 
had planned to resume the 
d stribution Saturday, but 
the volunteers were too 
exhausted and the program 
was resumed today. 
Charles W Bates, the FBI 
agent in charge of the 
kidnap investigation, said 
Monday, “ we’ve got nothing 
as a result of the Hearst 
(weekend) plea ” 


He added he did not know 
whether 
to 
expect 
a 
response from the SLA 
“ There’s only one group 
that can tell you that, and 
that’s the kidnapers,” he 
told reporters 
Despite the nearly two- 
week silence, he said: “ I 
have no reason to think she 
is not alive.” 


The SLA said it abducted 
Patty in its war against 
what it called America’s 
fascist society, which it said 
her father represented The 
terrorist group said the food 
program was a prerequisite 
to further negotiations on 
the University of California 
coed’s release

Alioto also received $1,000 
from C. Arnholt Smith of

Diego, 
a 
wealthy 
businessman who was a 
heavy backer of President 
Nixon 
Republican 
Controller 
Houston 
I. 
Flournoy, 
another 
gubernatorial 
candidate, reported 
con­ 
tributions 
of 
$284,352, 
including $300 from mystery 
billionaire Howard Hughes. 
Hughes also gave $1,000 to 
Democratic U.S. Sen. Alan 
Cranston and a contribution 
of 
less 
than 
$500 
to 
Assemblyman Ken Cory, D- 
Garden Grove, according to 
campaign finance 
state­ 
ments on file Monday with 
the secretary of state’s 
office. 


Cranston reported a total 
of $436,985 on his principal 
campaign 
statement 
including $3,000 from Joun 
“ Jake the Barber” Factor 
of Los Angeles, a Pro­ 
hibition 
era 
ex-convict 
turned philanthropist. 
Alioto’s 
single 
largest 
contribution 
— 
$25,000— 
came from the Hotel and 
Restaurant workers union. 
Scores of other unions made 
contributions, bringing the 
total from labor to $126,880 
Other Alioto contributors 
were Benjamin Swig, owner 
of 
San F r a n c is c o ’s 
Fairmont Hotel, 
$2,500; 
attorney Melvin Belli, $50; 
Assemblywoman 
Pauline 
Davis, D-Portola, $400, and 
S I. Hayakawa, who had 
planned

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
The energy crisis, inflation 
and other factors will result 
in a number of 
labor- 
management 
disputes 
in 
California during 1974, the 
state’s top mediator said 
Monday. 
It also will be California’s 
“ most difficult and critical 
year” in the field of labor 
relations, 
according 
to 
Ralph Duncan, head of the 
State Conciliation Service of 
the 
Departm ent 
of 
Industrial Relations. 
“ State conciliators were 
sorely tested last year, but 
1974 will provide an even 
greater test,” Duncan said. 


“ We must expect them 
(more disputes) because of 
inflation and the energy cri­ 
sis. 
“ We will be pressed even 
more this year and we 
probably will have more 
difficulty finding agreeable 
solutions to problems,” he 
said 
in 
a 
telephone 
interview. 
“ People on both sides 
have strong views: guys out 
of work because of the 
energy crisis, a plant that 
has lost customers, the guy 
who’s working but has to 
buy groceries that are going 
up 
in 
price,” 
Duncan 
declared.

C U P ER T INO , 
Calif. 
(UPI) — Silent, smog-free, 
efficient and cheap postal 
power 
has 
arrived 
in 
Cupertino. 
Delivery of mail in this 
Santa 
Clara 
County 
community of 10,000 was 
made 
Monday 
by 
the 
nation’s 
first 
all-electric 
postal fleet of 30 vans. 
The 
city’s 
postmaster, 
Alvin R. Carter, unveiled 
the new service and said the 
battery operated vehicles 
would save 23,000 gallons of 
gasoline and 320 quarts of 
motor oil a year. 
Tests made over the past 
14 
months 
showed 
the 
electric vans, which must 
be recharged every other 
night, cost only 16 cents a 
day to run compared to $1.39 
for the conventional gas 
consuming jeep vans that 
had been used. 
The new vans are being 
leased to the city at $40 a

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Although contending it will 
weaken 
the state’s new 
conflict-of-interest 
law, 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
Monday 
signed 
a 
bill 
allowing public officialsto 
keep the names of their 
private customers secret 
under the law 
The bill (SB1340) by Sen. 
George 
Moscone, 
D-San 
Francisco, was designed to 
clear up confusion over 
whether 
the 
new 
law 
requires officials to detail 
the names of their clients in 
disclosing their sources of 
income. 
Reagan said he felt the 
bill weakens the new law, 
and “ additional legislation 
is needed at this session to 
remedy a mediocre attempt 
to clarify the law.” He said 
he will 
sponsor such a 
measure. 
Moscone later issued a 
statement saying; "If the 
governor did like the bill, he 
was simply throwing a bone 
to Assembly Republicans 
who asked him to veto it.” 
Moscone, 
who 
also 
authored 
the 
conflict-of- 
interest law. said Reagan’s 
charge 
that 
his 
bill 
weakened 
the 
law 
“ is 
simply without fact, and I’m 
sure the governor knows 
it.” 
The 
conflict-of-interest 
law, which took effect Jan. 
1, requires public officials 
to disclose the source of 
their 
income 
when 
it 
exceeds $250 from outside 
business interests. 
The law has prompted 
some 60 public officials to 
resign from office rather 
than disclose their financial 
interests. Most of them quit 
because they thought the 
law would force them to 
disclose 
the 
names 
of 
individual 
customers 
or 
clients. 
Reagan said Moscone’s 
clarifying bill resolves some 
of the concerns of public 
officials 
that 
the 
laws 
“ a p p lic a b ility 
and 
requirem ents’ ’ 
were 
unclear.

SEATTLE (UPI) -Paul 
D. Baker, 29, Columbus, 
Ohio, borrowed money, took 
a ride up an elevator at the 
Seattle Space Needle and 
jumped 520 feet Monday 
night 
to 
become 
the 
Needle’s first suicide. 
Baker had been living 
here for two months, the 
King 
County 
medical 
examiner’s office said. 
The Space Needle, which 
measures 607 feet to its 
point, was built in 1962 as 
the symbol of the Seattle 
World’s Fair. 
The 
Space 
Needle 
Restaurant is located just 
below the observation deck 
from which Baker jumped 
and several persons eating 
at the restaurant saw Baker 
as he shot by their window. 
Assistant 
restaurant 
manager Puget Potter, 24, 
said a patron told him a 
“ man-shaped thing” came 
by the 5-foot-high window as 
he was eating. But most 
persons went on eating, 
oblivious to the death and 
Potter said he tried to keep 
the jump quiet.

Talk may have 
saved Kissinger 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
A long talk with President 
Hafez Assad of Syria in 
Damascus last week may 
have saved Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger 
from 
assassination, 
American 
officials 
said 
Monday night. 


The 
three-hour 
talk, 
which lasted beyond the 
original schedule, caused 
Kissinger 
to cancel 
his 
planned visit to the 8th 
century Omayyad mosque, 
the officials said They said 
they later learned that there 
was a plot to try to kill him 
on the way. 
“ They were out to kill him 
on the way to the mosque,” 
one 
American 
in 
the 
traveling party said 


Instead of going to the 
mosque, Kissinger drove to 
Damascus airport directly 
and took off for Israel 
carrying concessions from 
Assad that helped break a 
deadlock and get the two 
countries 
talking 
on 
a 
m ilitary 
separation 
of 
troops in the Golan Heights. 


American officials would 
give no more details of the 
alleged 
plot 
but 
the 


assumption was that it was 
by Palestine guerrillas. 
The officials did not learn 
of the plot until two days 
later when Kissinger landed 
in 
Damascus 
again 
on 
Friday night. They hastily 
canceled Kissinger's second 
plan to go to the mosque 
early Saturday morning 


The 
historic 
mosque, 
erected by Walid I of the 
Omayyad dynasty, was built 
on to an earlier Christian 
Church and temples going 
back to Greek times. John 
the Baptist’s head is said to 
be buried there.

Salmon fishing out of Port San Luis has been fair to good. 
Some days heavy winds came up, and scattered the forage 
fish, and made things generally unpleasant However for 
four days last week, the unofficial showing was 83 boats 
launched, 160 fish 
The fish have been running between 10 and 20 pounds and 
are fat and in good shape A lot of salmon hookups were 
reported with the fish getting away, in many cases due to 
inexperienced anglers “ horsing” their fish in This was the 
trouble on the party boats, both the “ A B C .” and the 
“ Diabolo ” 
The few that went bottom fishing were well rewarded, in 
most cases with limits. 
We have no record of the salmon fishing situation in the 
Santa Barbara-Hueneme area. No doubt the water warmed 
up, and the fish hit for the Avila area. However, bottom 
fishing out of the Santa Barbara and Ventura County ports 
has been nothing short of fabulous, and the surface fish, 
such as yellow tail, bonita, and barracuda, should soon be 
showing up 


FRESHWATER FISHING 


Lake Cachuma still racks up limits of oversized trout, 
with bass and sunfishing on the slower side, some catfish 
taken in the muddy shallows. 
Fishing fair to good at Lake Casitas, with large trout and 
some bass being caught, crappie and sunfish take on the 
slow side, but will pick up as the water warms up After the 
prolonged cold spell, it will take quite a time before the sun 
really warms things up, and until then, the warm-water- 
loving fish will be slow to respond. 
The DFG reports that Cachuma Lake, Davey Brown and 
Manzana Creeks were planted with catchable rainbows last 
week. In Ventura County, Casitas Lake, Lower Sespe and 
Santa Paula Creeks all got a planting Planting is however 
subject to weather conditions, also the new schedule due to 
the fuel shortage. 
The 1974 Sport Fishing Regulations went into effect last 
Friday. Whilst the reports concerning the changes seemed 
appalling, receipt of the new booklet allayed our fears, and 
put things on a very easy and concise basis. 
Locally there are little change. The whole state was 
divided into districts as follows: Southern, Colorado River, 
Central Coast, Sierra, Valley, North Coast, and Delta 
fisheries; and the Ocean and San Francisco Bay Ocean 
Fishing District. 
The new booklets are now out, and rather than try and 
analyze the deal, we suggest you get your new booklet at 
any tackle or license-selling agent, and mull up on it. 
Also, gas permitting, one is considering going far afield, 
just turn to the district one proposes to visit, and read up 
the rules. We were agreeably surprised at the simplicity of 
the booklet. 


REEF BUILDING 


Here is something that Pismo Pier and Avila Pier 
proponents might consider to promote pier fishing. A large 
surplus navy barge has been sunk in 75 feet of water about a 
mile southwest of Redondo Beach to enhance the man- 
made fishing reef already there. The site has been buoyed 
for the angler’s benefit, and the whole deal was a 
cooperative project of the U.S. Navy and the State Dept. Of 
Fish and Game. 
The barge was towed into place by the navy tugs from 
Long Beach Navy Yard and valves were opened to sink it at 
the designated location. However, the barge landed on its 
side and will have to be pulled over as soon as practical. 
Aside from the barge, the man-made reef is a series of 
four rock piles covering a 48,000 square foot area. Its 
purpose is to provide a home for various forms of marine 
life, and a habitat for sport fish. 
The state’s annual water fowl survey for 1974 showed that 
the duck population increased 18 per cent over last winter. 
Overall the census tallied 5,605,000 ducks an increase of 35 
per cent over the 20 year average for these surveys. The 
goose count was up 37 per cent from last year. From the 
fall surveys it seemed that the populations were the same 
level as last year, but with a poor hunting season, more 
birds showed up on the winter survey. The heavy rains 
created much temporary habitat and the birds made good 
use of it.

I remember in May 1970 passing 
through Paris after Mr. Nixon had 
ordered 
the 
incursion 
into 
Cambodia, and thinking that I would 
not otherwise have laid out that 
morning’s issue of the Tribune if I 
had expected it to be the very last 
issue, the last before the nuclear 
holocaust. But that was of course a 
special occasion, non-apocalyptic as 
we have grown to know. It’s the

Letters are still coming in, 
about ten a day, from people seeking 
information and advise about their 
lives. 
Inquiries even come from the 
Merv Griffin, Mike Douglas, Johnny 
Carson and a host of other national 
TV and radio shows. They want her 
to appear as a guest or on a panel of 
other psychics. 
Taping of the Griffin and Douglas 
show is imminent and may be aired 
in three or four months. The Carson 
show is in the real possibility stages. 
Dixie is being selective, however. 
She has agreed to an interview by 
the L A. Times and has turned down 
the weekly Las Vegas appearance 
proposals and other sideshow offers 
such as that. 
Mrs. Yeterian is now over half 
way through writing her book. She 
describes it as a conglomeration of
